Mexico City, Nov. 23.— Documents 
found in the house of a revolutionary 
are said to have revealed a conspiracy 
for the 
wholesale 
assassination 
of 
prominent government officers, inc lud­ 
ing Foreign Minister Creel, Vice Pres 
ident Corral ami other prominent Mex­ 
icans. among them Editor Splndola, 
owner of El Imparcial. 
Miguel S. Macedo, sub-secretary of 
the government, was also listed for 
death. 
President Diaz was to be tak­ 
en, but his life spared because of his 
past services to the country. 
The bodies of those killed weie to 
ire suspended from electric light wires 
in the streets. The building of El Im­ 
partial was to have been destroyed 
with dynamite. 
* 
The papers exposing the conspiracy 
were discovered during a raid by the 
police on Sunday. Three employes of 
El Impart ial had been furnished with 
the explosive and were instructed to 
use it at the first report of the upris­ 
ing, which was planned for last Sun- 
Nay, 
Tice seizure of the plans on the day 
upon which they were to ire executed 
is thought to have had a great effect 
in heading tiff the rebellion. 


Crisis is at Hand. 
T h e government of President Diaz 
is now face to fa e e with a serious rev­ 
olutionary movement. 
Francisco Ma­ 
rten), reputed leader of the rebels, is 
believed to be near his home in Coe- 
hails. 
Three bodies of revolutionists at­ 
tacked the military barracks at Ori­ 
zaba and lilrerated and armed the pris­ 
oners from the adjoining prison 
The attack was well planned and ex­ 
ecuted. The revolutionists, who num­ 
bered 300. divided their forces. 
A group of IOO stationed on the 
summit of a nearby hill threw dyna­ 
mite bombs into the barracks. 
When 
the soldiers tied from their quarters 
and charged their assailants the other 
party of 200 revolutionists attal ked 
the prison. Heating down the guards 
and forcing an entrain e they lilrerated 
all of the prisoners and then armed 
them. 
The Fifteenth Mexican infantry then 
charged the revolutionists and drove 
them back into the woods after a hot 
tight.

Irate Women Denounced H i* Promise 


of Franchise Bill at Next Session of 


Parliament as a Trick. 


London. Nov. 23.- Premier Asquith 
while on his wa> from his official resi­ 
dence in Downing street to parliament 
was attar ked by a crowd of auffra 
get tea. 
The premier received a blow from 
one of 
them and escaped 
rougher 
treatment only through the interval! 
tion ot the police. 
Mr. Asquith had, <*arlier In the day, 
yielded to th o importunities of th e 1 
suffragettes and in the house of com J 
mons announced that lf he were still 
in power at the next session of paella 1 
merit the government would give ta 
d u tie s for the consideration of a wo- 1 
man's franchise bill so framed a*- to 
admit of free amendment. 
It seems that the premier’s promise, 
instead of placating, only Inflamed the 
women, who decided that Mr. Asquith 
was pla jRig with them. 


"Insult to Cause.” 


At a meeting at Caxton hall Miss 
Cbristahel 
Pan k hurst 
characterized 
the minister's statement as wholly un 
satisfactory and "nothing more nor 
less than an insult to the cause.’’ The 
women, she shouted, considered the 
premier's attitude a declaration of war 
aud they would answer the challenge 
immediately. 
No sooner said than done. With a 
rush the women emptied the hall and 
several 
hundred strong 
started fori 
Downing street With unexpected good 
fortune they encountered Mr. Asquith 
en route, and before the premier real ! 
ized the situation, he was surrounded 
by Irate suffragettes. It was unt long I 
before he recognized that he was in a 
hostile cunp. and without any prelim ■ 
inanes Miss Henrietta Williams strut k 
lite government leader, at the same 
time ejaculating: 
"You tax women as heavily as men, 
yet women are not represented in par­ 
liament." 
Shrill police whistles brought officers 
from ail nearby quarters, and as the 
women struggled among themselves 
for the privilege of getting at him. the 
premier was hustled Into a taxicab. 
As the cai' started off. with a hound 
Miss Williams m ad e'another attempt 
to reach its occupant, and ‘n doing so 
put her fist through the glass of the 
car window. She was pulled away. still 
crying "Traitor?" and “Coward!" 
About IOO women were arrested. 


. Broke Through Police Barrier. 


The trouble did not end with the es- 
ape of Mr. Asquith. Robbed of their 
special prey, a big body of women 
broke through the pollee harrier add 
rear his) Downing street. Fur a con 
siderahie time pandemonium reigned j 
in the vicinity of the ministerial resi 
deuces and government offices. 
Shrieking 
women, many of 
them J 
am m i with bamboo poles that had j 
b**«u used to support banners, but now 
serves as lances, fought like Amazons, j 
desperately atta* king the police and \ 
clawing and kicking to such good pur-j 
pose that the police line was broken 
and tire officers forced tem porally to! 
rot I re. 
Police reinforcements were hurried 
to the scene and. throwing themselves 
against the rioters, checked the ad 1 
vsnce. 
Women and their male symi*at hikers 
were hurled to the ground. In many 
instances the officers literally dragee*! 
the women out of tire fighting zone 
and thus save*! them from being tram ­ 
pled to death by the mob behind. It 
was some time before tire police sue 
ceeded in clearing Downing street. 
A litter of millinery, hits of ens 
tunic*, handbags and 
tom banners 
gave evidence of the fierceness with 
which the field had been contented.
